They say they were forced to this step 
to avoid ruin, which is inevitable should the United 
States decide to build the Nicaragua canal. 

It is the current belief that it will take eight years 
to finish the Panama canal, besides two years for prep- 


aration. ‘The Nicaragua canal can be finished in six 


vears after the two-year preparatory period is over. 


The Panama canal is 49 miles long; the Nicaragua is 


183.66. The Panama route would also have a lower 
summit elevation and less curvature. It would cost 
$1,350,000 less a year to maintain than the Nicaragua 
canal. It would take a draught vessel 12 hours to pass 


through the Panama canal and 33 hours to 


nass through 
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the Nicaragua. Winds for sailing vessels and hygienic 
conditions favor Nicaragua. The Panama would be a 
shorter route for commerce to our Atlantic ports and 
to the west coast of South America. The Nicaragua 
would save a day between the Pacific coast and any 
port on the Atlantic. It would make the same saving 
between our Atlantic ports and China, Japan and the 
Philippines. It costs from $250 to $3,000 a day to op- 
erate an ocean vessel. Making the average $1,500 for 
each vessel, the Nicaragua canal would mean a saving 
of $15,000 a day to vessels bound going to and from 
these ports, on the supposition that only ten should pass 
through each day. This would amount to more than 
$5,000,000 a year. 

The cost of building the Nicaragua canal from the 
beginning is estimated at $189,964,062. The cost of 
finishing the Panama canal is estimated at $144,233,- 
358. Already about $300,000,000 has been spent on the 
Panama. The Panama route would carry with it little 
or no commercial development, but would be simply 


a means of communication between the two oceans.

quarters during the convention. It cannot be gainsaid 
that it is Mr. Brown’s privilege to take this stand, but 
one wonders why the committee in charge should have 
picked a hotel that will be unable to accommodate the 
visiting delegates and friends. Des Moines is a splendid 
location for an lowa convention, but it seems strange 
that the committee did not choose the Kirkwood or the 
Aborn or some other hostelry as a headquarters, that 
was in a position to accommodate the visitors. The 
cramped accommodations offered by the Savery pre- 
clude the possibility of manufacturers’ exhibits in con- 
junction with the convention, which were so successful 
a feature of the Dubuque meeting last year. 

When this association held their convention at the 
Savery, Des Moines, two years ago, the unexpectedly 
large attendance was some excuse for the congested con- 
dition of affairs.

After an informal discussion as to the place of 
holding the next meeting it was unanimously decided 
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to hold it in Detroit, August 13th and 14th, at th 
Hotel Cadillac. 

Various plans for increasing the membership wei 
discussed and it was finally, on motion of H. C. Webber, 
decided to make a general offer of $1.00 cash for each 
new member obtained to vote on the following special! 
prizes for those obtaining the largest list. 

Ist. A prize of $25.00, open to all who turned 
12 or more new members, to be awarded to the one 
securing the highest number. Contestants for the $25. 
00 prize are barred from participating in either th 
$15.00 or $10.00 prizes. 

2nd. A prize of $15.00, open to all who secure 8 
or more new members, to be awarded to the one securing 
the highest number. Contestants for the $15.00 prize 
are not allowed to participate in the $10.00 prize. 

3rd. A prize of $10.00, open to all who secure 5 
more new members, to be awarded to the one securi! 
the highest number. 

On motion, the president was instructed to ap 
point a committee who should have in charge the pro 
gram for the August convention and who should act 
in conjunction with the president and the assistant 
secretary.

AMERICAN HARDWARE ABROAD. 





Several of the largest New York hardware manu- 
facturing firms report satisfactory increases within the 
past few months in orders from their agents in Aus- 
tralia, India and Japan. For some time American 
goods have been received in the British colonies on an 
equality with English-made goods, so far as senti- 
mental considerations are concerned, and now the ex- 
tent to which American goods can occupy colonial mar- 
kets seems to be measured only by the willingness of 
their makers to adapt them to the requirements of the 
new trade. The ability of American houses to com- 
pete successfully with English and German firms in 
prices seems to have stood the test of practical trial be- 
yond doubt. 

Among the lines of American manufacture in 
which Australian buyers have lately become especially 
interested are bolts and edge tools. Enormous quanti- 
ties of American bolts are now being used in Australia. 
Hatchets, cleavers, and other varieties of edge tools are 
having a remarkable sale in that part of the world just 
now, as a result of the effort of American manufactur- 
ers to meet the demands of Australian buyers down to 
the last details. The unwillingness of American manu- 
facturers to conform to requirements that often seemed 
to them unreasonable or capricious has long interfered 
with the extension of their trade in foreign countries, 
and it is only recently that they have been willing to 
consult the demands of foreign trade to the extent of 
making new patterns, dies, etc.

HOT WATER ATTACHMENT FOR FURNACE. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I enclose a rough sketch of a hot water attachment 


to a furnace connected with a range boiler. We have 
a similar arrangement with other boilers with same 
kina of hot water attachments that work all right, but 
this does not. It thumps and fails to work. There are 
no traps that we can discover. Could you give us any 
points so as to remedy the difficulty ?

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

Where a hot water system gives a thumping noise, 
as described by our subscriber, the cause is always due 
to defective circulation, which results in generating 
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steam in the heater and, by condensing quickly, noise 
is produced. There may be no traps in the pipes, and 
still the noise takes place, and again the pipes may be 
perfectly free and clear and the noise exist.

It is always a good plan in the pipe 
work of such hot water attachments to form a pocket 
or dip, as shown in the accompanying sketch at D, so 
that the return water will have to rise as it enters the 
heater. Evidently there must be some obstruction 
in the pipe connections, which should be carefully ex- 
amined, and, anyway it would be better to use one-inch 
pipes in place of three-quarter-inch between heater 
and boiler, without reducing same at any point.

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PATTERN FOR ARTICLE WITH RECTANGULAR 
BASE AND ROUND TOP. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In response to Mr. J. K. Berry, of Minneapolis, 
I submit the following method for developing pattern 
for article with rectangular base and round top. It 
makes no difference whether the top is larger or smaller 
than the base, the same principles is employed to obtain 
a correct pattern. To any one that understands tri- 
angulation the drawings are sufficient, but I will en- 
deavor to explain them as clearly as I can. Draw plan 
and elevation, Fig. 1 and 2. Divide one-quarter of 








circle into any number of equal points. In this case, six. 
Draw lines from these points to corner of rectangle at 
D and number same. Draw horizontal lines H J and 
F N, commencing at A 1. Set off on line H IJ the dis- 
tance, with dividers, of o 2 in plan, which produces 
triangle No. 1. Now, with dividers, set from D 2 in 
plan, set off that distance on line H J from b and 
produce triangle No. 2. Treat all lines from D, in plan, 
in the same manner till No. 9 is reached. This is 
obtained the same as No. 1, only take the distance o 8, 
in plan, and set off on line H J. "To develop the pat- 
tern, draw line J K the length of longest side of 
rectangle, in this case 10”, and erect perpendicular in 
center line L M. Set dividers from J J, triangle No. 
1, and lay off point M on line LZ M, which is the slant 
height of article. Draw lines J 2 and K 2, these lines 
will be found the same length as the hypotenuse of 
triangle No. 2. Therefore we have no further use for 
it. With dividers spaced the length of the hypotenuse 
of triangle No. 3 and with one leg at J and K, respect- 
ively, describe arcs and number same as triangles are 
used. ‘Treat remaining triangles in same manner till 
No. 8 is used. Then, with dividers, set the length of 
hypotenuse of triangle No. 9 with one leg of dividers 
at P, Fig. 4, describe an are as shown. Now, with 
dividers, set half the shortest side of rectangle, or 3” 
in this case, with one point at J and K describe arcs,

TINPLATES AND FOREIGN MATERIAL. 


A remarkable new situation has appeared in the 
tinplate trade of the Southern Principality, and it is 
one which is certain to have far-reaching effects. As 
is well-known, for some time past the German steel 
manufacturers have been making a severe onslaught up- 
on the British market with their semi-raw material in 
the shape of steel tin bars and billets for rolling down 
into finished material at English ironworks. Hitherto 
the competition has been mostly confined to material 
for transformation in our native works into sheets, bars, 
hoops, ete. Now, however, the German prices have got 
down so low, and the conditions which they are offering 
to native consumers have become so favorable, that the 
tinplate manufacturers of South Wales have commenced 
to patronize the newcomer in quantities. The results 
to the tinplate trade are not yet very obvious, the change 
not having yet extended over a sufficient period to test 
the point, but lower prices for tinplates before long 
should be the natural corollary. Meanwhile it appears 
that contracts have recently been closed between tin- 
plate makers and representatives of German firms for 
the supply of thousands of tons of steel bars for sheets 
and tinplates, and at a price that cannot be touched by 
Welsh makers, the difference being anything between 
12s. and 15s. per ton in favor of the German bars. 
There had existed among steel makers and others in 
Wales a belief that the Germans in sending steel to this 
country were only doing this in consequence of pressure 
exercised upon them by the German bankers, who had 
advanced money in large sums for works extensions 
and other purposes and who were now compelling mak- 
ers to realize stocks. Unfortunately, circumstances do 
not now tend to verify this view. The German compe- 
tition seems likely to be much more prolonged than had 
been anticipated. Instead of terminating with this 
year the foreigners, it is now stated, are entering into 
contracts for supplies over the first quarter of next 
year, and in some cases even beyond that period, while 
the tonnage offered is of greater volume than ever. In 
the Midland district of England alone it is estimated 
that the quantity of German material imported during 
the last few months amounts to at least 20,000 tons, 
chiefly for sheet manufacture, some firms consuming 
as much as 1,500 to 2,000 tons per week, and this is only 
a sample of what is going on elsewhere. To the Welsh 
tinplate manufacturers who object to the high prices

of native material the continental steel importations are 
a godsend. But to the Welsh steel manufacturers the 
case is far from different; if the continental supplies 
continue, the situation means serious loss of custom, 
and the Siemens tin bar makers in particular are greatly 
affected, and threats to close the Siemens’ steel mills 
are heard in certain directions. It is to be hoped that 
this extreme course will be avoided; meanwhile, the 
postion is one which tinplate buyers should watch in 
expectation of possible important developments.—Min- 
ing Journal. 





MINERAL DEPOSITS IN PERSIA. 


The potentialities of Persia as a mineral field are, 
perhaps, not so well known as they deserve to be, the 
recognition of its wealth scarcely extending beyond its 
turquoise mines, which are the chief source of the world’s 
supply. The mines are situated near Naishapur, in the 
Khorassan, in the northeast of Persia, not far distant 
from the Russian boundary. Operations are carried on 
both in mines and quarries, and as the work is done by 
local enterprise the methods are naturally primitive. 
Besides gems, however, recent reports go to show that 
petroleum is widely diffused through the country, both 
around the southern part of the Caspian as well as con- 
tiguous to the Tigris Valley, and in the neighborhood 
of the Persian Gulf. Coal is also worked locally, though 
owing to native methods it cannot be said to have been 
as yet established as a commercial proposition. Be- 
sides these important fuel resources, copper, argentif- 
erous lead, iron ore, arsenic, sulphur, cobalt, antimony, 
borax, and tin are reported to exist in large quantities 
in the mountains, though, of course, in the present 
rudimentary state of Persian communications they pos- 
sess only potential value. However, the fact of their 
existence gives fresh interest to the struggle now pro- 
ceeding for supremacy in the dominions of the Shah, 
and it would hardly be surprising if the Germans, with 
their activity in Syria and Mesopotamia, should inter- 
pose as a third interest in the duel which is now pro- 
ceeding between the Russians and ourselves. Consider- 
ing the impotence of the Russians to successfully de- 
velop their native mineral resources, it is sincerely 
hoped that British influence may be consolidated in the 
country both politically and commercially.—Mining 
Journal. . 
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BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA-
